Gang, 


I've thought about how to alleviate one of the shortcomings of the 
FB40 (and other simple single-crystal rigs). Over the past week or so 
both Ed, WE6W and Steve "Melt Solder" KD1JV have taken a crack at the 
dilemma so I thought I'd have a go at it. This isn't a final elegant 
solution, simply a few ideas that you can try. 


The FB40 is based on a fixed frequency 28.322 MHz oscillator that is 
divided down to provide selectable output on 20, 40 or 80 meters. 
Since 40 is what the FB40 is aimed at, any numbers discussed will 
assumed use of 40. 


The first idea to come to mind was to switch in different oscillators 
(on an external board of course) to move the operating frequency. A 
schematic of this will be given later. 


This idea presupposes that you can get different frequency 
oscillators. Well, most of the oscillator packages are specified to 
be within 100 ppm (parts per million) of the nominal frequency. Since 
the ratios carry thru after division, this means that the 40 meter 
output should be +/- 708 Hz. But.... the vendor's reproducibility is 
so good that of 5 oscillators I checked, all were within 200 HZ! 


On to Plan B - Remember back in the bad old days when hams "rubbered" 
crystals? Nowadays those of us who do this usually make a VXO or 
variable crystal oscillator that uses variable C or L to tune (a 
little bit) away from the crystal's marked frequency. As WE6W and 
KD1JV found out, this ain't too easy with the canned oscillators. 
However all is not lost! 


Going back to "old time" techniques and a little brute force, you can 
more-or-less permanently retune the cans. Warning - This isn't for 
the faint of heart nor is it very sophisticated or trouble-free. And 
you may ruin some hardware before you learn to do it right. But it's 
cheap and dirty and loads of fun. <G> 


First you decapitate the oscillator can. A picture helps (and I may 
eventually post one up on the NJQRP web page) but the idea is that the 
top of the rectangular oscillator can is soldered or welded on. You 
can use the KD1JV sharp knife and steady hands trick, or simply use a 
Dremel tool and carefully grind thru the can all the way around the 
periphery about 1/16 inch (1.5875 mm for the metrically included) from 
the lower lip. - Try to keep metal chips from falling inside the case 
and causing short circuits or other various misery. And please take 
very good care with that power tool. Rotating shaft tools can be 
dangerous and even more so when the have a grinding or cutting wheel 
attached. Safety glasses and extreme caution are in order. 


When you finally get it open, you will see a "bare" quartz crystal 
element and various surface-mount circuitry. Please do not touch the 
crystal element since it is fragile and its activity may be degraded 
by contamination due to finger oil or peanut butter or whatever else 
you've got on your mitts. If your oscillator is like mine, the crystal 
is suspended on two springy posts that shock mount it - neato! 


Now for the fun part. Carefully plug you oscillator back into the 
FB40 (of course you used sockets!) and measure the 40 meter output 
frequency. Theoretically it is near 28.322/4 or 7.081 MHz. All of 
mine were between 7080.36 and 7080.5 MHz. 


If you are very careful, very lucky and have lived well you can lower 
the frequency slightly without degrading the oscillator *too* much. 
Simply rub a piece of solder onto one of the round metal electrodes on 
the upper crystal face. In my case, four short, light strokes lowered 
the frequency by about 500 Hz. Go carefully, your mileage may vary 
and trying to go too far may make the crystal stop oscillating 
altogether. You can probably lower it a kHz or so without too much 
harm. 


Since the crytstals are subject to environmental contamination, it is 
a good idea to somehow seal the can back up either by replacing the 
lid or some other means. I haven't figured out how yet! 


And don't use the only can you've got. If you damage it you are out 
of luck.... 


Digikey, Mouser and others carry the standard 28.322 MHz frequency for 
between 3 and 4 bucks in singles as do a bunch of surplus outlets. 


Back to the switching idea. If you have a couple of oscillators, each 
on a slightly different frequency, switching them can help you move 
around to avoid causing QRM during times when lots of folks are on 
frequency. Here are the rudiments of a possible method. I've not 
tried it yet so some adventurous types need to check it out. 


The circuit can be built up on a piece of perforated board external to 
the FB40 and connected in place of the on-board oscillator can with 
some short wires.

If you should encounter a set of these devices, the number to call 
for a replacement pair is 800-437-0101. Its their customer service line and they 
have designated it as the point of contact for amateurs dealing with their 
devices. TCI should be contacted for theirs, of course, but if all else fails, 
Phonex should be able to replace them with a call to the above number.

There are two varieties of these things. The ones marketed as wireless 
MODEM jacks are the ones that operate on 3.53 MHz. (The ones that 
Phonex will be shipping in the next two weeks will be 3.3 MHz.) 


The ones being marketed as wireless TELEPHONE jacks, sold by RCA, GE, 
Costco, Radio Shack, etc., operate on 3.025 MHz and should generally NOT 
cause a problem for hams. 


Let's be careful here and not bother Phonex unless we need to. They made 
an engineering change to put these things outside the ham bands within 2 
days of their receiving reports of intereference. If only it always 
went that well...

The local TCI guy is going to get me a nationwide contact name as well as, 
hopefully, a copy of the original TCI memo of 24 Dec to the local offices 
making this cleanup a FIRST PRIORITY. This should be useful to get through 
the front offices of those stonewalling us. 


VV VV 


I have that national contact, but I am trying to see if we can run a bit 
of interference for them. TCI has been thoroughly cooperative and I have 
offered to serve as a liaison between amateurs and problems 

encountered. TCI hopes that the process will work, with hams contacting 


their local office and their local office doing what it takes. With 
thousands of local offices, though, problems are expected. These 
problems can range through improper responses from the local office, 
which I immediately forward to Tony Werner, to what turns out to be 
interference from non-TCI sources, which we really shouldn't be 
bothering TCI about. I put myself in the middle because TCI staff may 
not understand amateur radio and could become very frustrated trying to 
deal with things they don't understand. Frustrated people on both ends 
could be a problem and could undermine the very prompt and effective 
response we have from TCI. I am able to help hams determine what is and 
is not a TCI problem (one ham reported interference >3.8 MHz, not id'ed 
with wireless modems). 


In our sweeps around neighborhoods with the IC706 and a Hamstick, we found that 
the signals easily could be heard for up to a mile. The biggest problem is they 
are so overlapping that another one would grab the S-meter... Gene, K6TTM, 
should now start to get some relief as well, though, as we identified three 

big sources. One device, S9+20 at his home, was a full 5 blocks away and fully 
'pinned' the bar-graph S-meter on the 706 as we drove by. Then others were 
barely S9 at closest approach. 


VV VV VV WV 


Yes, in some cases, there are some whopping signals from these. I most 
cases, S9+15 or so indicates about 100 feet. It drops off at 
20log(distance/100) in feet from there. 


The problem is being worked. TCI is replacing them, at least here. But one needs 
to follow their efforts closely. I am in daily contact with him and give him 

a report on what their day's efforts yielded. You cannot sit back and wait for 
this one to go away. Put a rig in your car and drive around the neighborhood, 
listening to a 'hot' one. Contact the people in the house if you feel up to it, 
and verify their TCI Digital Cable TV connection or perhaps some other use 
(private) of these devices. Here, at least, 95% is from TCI. 


VVVVV VV 


The private ones are either some of the "wireless modem jacks" sold in 
some of the computer stores, or people have gotten their hands on a TCI 
unit. Some are using them as phone jacks and having their phone signals 
broadcast around the neighborhood. 


Keep in mind that if there is no harmful interference to amateurs, these 
devices are legal under Part 15. While it is quite appropriate to ask 
TCI (or a non-TCI user) to correct a problem when harmful interference 
occurs, it is probably not necessary to drive all over town and make TCI 
take them all out. What TCI offered was to correct all actual problems 
immediately and to replace the other units in a longer-term process. 
This is a reasonable approach and IMHO, we should let it work. Now, 
some of these devices can be heard for quite some distance, so finding 
the hot spots may be very necessary, but let's please keep this in the 
proper context. ARRL hopes to build the cooperation that worked so well 


in this case into a similar effort with other Part 15 manufacturers. 
This will work as long as what Amateur Radio asks for from manufacturers 
is appropriate. 


TCI should be able to easily determine if a suspected house has one of 
these devices in it, so it may be best to let them do the initial 
contact. 


The ARRL was instrumental. Ed Hare was my first 

point of contact back in December, as was Brad Wyatt, K6WR, an ARRL guy out 
here on the West coast. Like them or not, they have done us all a great service. 
(I like them)

Thanks, Allan; it is what I do here. ARRL was able to pay me to work on 
this for a few weeks now because 165,000 of you all chipped in. :-) 


Can I ask all who have problems with these devices to report them to me, 
with as much detail as you can. I will ultimately bring them before the 
FCC, not for individual intevention, but as part of a big picture that 
Part 15 devices are hurting us and that we need some way of addressing 
them. Allan, you seem to have found a number of these -- could I get a 
blow-by-blow report? 


Keep them coming; I will use them to kick some butt! :-)

I briefly used an MFJ switch mode PS at a dealer the other day and while I 


didn't test it for RF noise, I did find the fan 

to be too audibly noisy for me. There appears to be no thermostat but the 
fan speed is controlled by the output voltage adjust knob on the front 
panel! And at 13.8V it was turnin’ pretty good and more than I would want to 
have to listen to. On the other hand the Astron switcher I checked out had a 
thermostatically controlled acceptably quiet fan and, if course, the price 
was higher. The MFJ has connectors on the front (better for workbench?) 
while the Astron's are rear mounted, my preference for relatively fixed 
connections. 


Not an answer to your RF (I assume) noise question, but a factor to consider 
none-the-less. There's too much racket in our lives already.

No Ed, If your antenna would match your 51 ohm dummy load, you wouldn't 
need an antenna tuner. 

The purpose of the tuner is to tune out or cancel the reactance of your 
antenna so that it matches 50 ohms and the output circuit of your rig, 
when the antenna is not 50 ohm impedance at the operating frequency. 
Hope this helps explain it.

Hmmm..... having solved my RF vs. power supply problem this post made me 
think of a couple of things. Although my Diamond power supply was given to 
me, I would like it to last for as long as possible. It's a 30amp supply and 
has no fan in it. It does have some giant heat sinks for the four 
transistors on the back. The metal cover for the supply is perforated, but 
would it be worthwhile for me to maybe install a small fan, such as one from 
an old computer to either blow fresh air into the unit or to suck warm air 
out of it or should I use it as is and just save my money for a new one when 
the day comes that this one dies. For what it's worth, the terminals on my 
Diamond are on the front, which makes it much easier to hook up, but I have 
to agree from a neatness standpoint they would be better on the rear.

Unless you are running that Diamond suppy at or near its ratings, I'd 


recommend against installing a fan in it. The fan will just add dust and 
dirt to the insides of the unit, and if the heat sinks are as large as 
you describe them - it really may not need any additional cooling. The 
extra dirt may shorten the life of the unit, rather than help its 
longevity. 


Also, check the continous output current rating vs the intermittent, or 
ICAS current output. They are usually much different. This may not be a 
problem though, unless you intend to draw a lot of current continously or 
run at QRO power levels. 


Now, if you operated it in Az during the summer heat of 100+ degrees, at 
rated output - that'd be another story! ;-) 


Just a thought. Sounds like a nice power supply. Diamond makes some 
pretty good stuff.

Lots of great posts on the OHR-100A lately ! It prompted 
me to have an email "QSO" with Dick at Oak Hills re: 
"L114." I guess he's been following all of the posts on 
QRP-L and told me: "it wouldn't hurt to add another 2 
turns to L114." He went on to say that he'll revise the 
OHR-100A documentation to reflect this change "on the next 
batch." So, a great product gets better... and a bit 
easier to align :-) 


For the record, I built my OHR-100A (40M) over a year ago 
and found L114 challenging, but not impossible to align if 
the toroid was wound not “overly-tight." This technique 
allows you to more easily "spread" the coil windings and 
sort of slide them closer together and toward the base of 
the toroid/PCB and hit the alignment frequency -- then the 
Happy Dance followed by nail polish or wax to L114 :-) !! 
And, unless I have my OHR-100A packed on some airplane, I 
keep mine ON all the time to monitor 40M... or work QSOs. 
To date it's logged 8,953 hours of ON-time in receive 
mode. This rig could become the Cal Ripkin of the QRP rigs 
-- most consecutive hours played ;)

All, 


I have spent quite a bit of time with my recently completed SW40+. I built 
it using the Elmer 101 info from QRPp. I really enjoyed building it and 
attempting to learn something about the magic that makes these critters 
operate. More on building impressions later on this email. 


I put my board in a small computer A/B switch box, must have paid 50c for. I 
used parts I had around the shack for jacks, pots, etc. I wired the power 
cord directly to board and toggle switch.. no power connector, used standard 
connector for key and headphones. Used the knobs off the switch box and an 
additional one had around. 


My first QSO was QRP-QRP and taked for over 45 minutes. The VFO seems very 
stable. The receiver sure seemed to be able to pull in the signal, and 
separate if pretty well. The receiver sounds real good in the headphone. The 
sidetone is very pleasant. Very easy to tune, not overly sensitive, no need 
for 10 turn pot as far as I am concerned. The tx wave form on my scope was 
quite pretty. Get over 2 watts with power not up all the way. I really like 
the QSK. The rig seems to attract other QRPers. Seem to find them calling 
more with this rig, and when I call CQ, more seem to come back to me. I am 
sure Dave designed the rig this way. :*) I was talking to KOWVL, Jim in 
Minot, SD for quite a while this am. He commented on the really nice tone of 
the rig and wanted me to send him info so he could order one. I also 


listened to the TX out on both my Corsair and Knwd 850 and was very pleased. 


I have built MANY MANY kits. This one seems to operate very nicely. Don't 
seem to ever have trouble making contacts any time of day using my G5RV, 
only up about 20 feet. I have now operated during storm conditions.. loud 
QRN and crowded conditions and such. I am very pleased with the rig. 


Building: 

I found the kit very easy to build, I used the Elmer instructions. very few 
toroids, good winding instructions, not too many parts. One of easiest to 
tune up. Two transformers for TX.. and they adjust very easily and only one 
for rec, and it seemed to be pretty broad banded. No TX/REC offset and such 
to mess with.. always the one adjustment I mess with the most.. till I tweak 
just right. All adjustments had been done while building... mostly put in 
case and got on air. 


For beginner, only problem is parts are pretty dense and close on board.. 
but not too much of problem. Have to be very careful to place parts 
correctly, board hates to be desoldered and there are numerous traces on top 
of board.. pretty easy to mess up. 


I highly recommend this kit.. It is very nice to have fun building it and 
then really have a quality rig to play with when you are done.. I am 
enjoying the bizoozees out of this.. my new/old Corsair I that I waited 
about 5 years to find hasn't been turned on much since the Sw40+ landed on 
my bench.

Just wondering if anyone has used a Lithium-Ion pack with a QRP rig. I have 
been researching them for some time, and have discovered it's nearly 
impossible to purchase cells, controllers, etc. to make up a pack (this is 
because of the safety dangers inherent in the misuse of Li-Ion cells). 
However, if a guy has a little money, he can pick up a charger and pack for 
one of the newer camcorders. These packs seem to range from 1500mah to 4000 
or so - quite big by QRP standards. The best thing about them is that 
they're xlight*x. My little Yaesu VX-1R uses a single cell pack and it's 
amazing how long it'll run off the thing. Since the cells are usually 
around 7.2v, you'd have to gang a couple up in series for QRP use (giving 
you a fairly standard 14.4v). I want to get this together sometime soon, 
but if anyone else decides to go with this, I'd be interested in hearing how 
it works out. One item worth mentioning, though - it's probably NOT a good 


idea to mount the pack in the radio chassis. As I said before, there are 

some safety concerns here, and in my experience it's best not to push your 
luck with things like this. Anyhow, just thought I'd throw this out there 
and see where it ends up!

Hi Robert, 
You have one or two problems. Either your output frequency is much different 


than the band for which it was built and/or you are transmitting a number of 
harmonics and spurs. If you have a scope, it would be simple to determine if 


or which. You want to see a very clean sine wave on the output and of course 
at the freq for which the rig was built. A tell tale sign of spurs/harmonics 
is your watt meter will indicate significantly more power than the unit is 
designed to deliver. 


I don't know if the SST has a drive control, but if so try backing way down 
on it and see if that helps with the output waveform. If the SST sidetone 
monitors actual RF (Others experienced with this rig can comment here) back 
down on the drive control until the sidetone sounds clean. Also, if you have 
another radio at your disposal, listen for the signal to be clean and crisp. 
If it is raspy and/or you hear the signal up and down the band, you have 
spurs/harmonics. 


If any of these effects are present, the most common problem is in the 
output filter of the rig. Check all of your connections and coils in the 
filter. Drive stage problems are also suspect. These are generalized 
troubleshooting techniques, others may have specific pointers for the SST.

A lot of the ‘data acquisition’ boards come with software to do this. Or 
it's actually incredibly easy to write your own. 


In fact, magazines like Circuit Cellar Ink and Electronics Now have 
articles all the time on doing things like this with the parallel port. 


First off, how is your interface done to the instrument? If it's serial, 
then 

it's just a matter of opening a comm port and reading the info. If it's 
‘custom', then it depends on what your doing. 


I've used stuff like a MetraByte board to do this. In fact, I still have a 
little 

16 channel 12bit A/D board from Data Translation that I used to use to 

plot battery charge and discharge graphs. 


Another source of cheap interface boards is Real Time Devices. And there 
are others as well. 


If you buy a board, be careful, you don't want to toast it. But if you're a 
hacker, 

you can build one really cheap. 2600 magazine once ran an article on 
putting a TI ADCO808 (8 channel 8-bit A/D chip) on the parallel port. With 
just a minor change you could make a real simple interface with 8 channels

I've been wanting a visually-simple rooftop vertical for 80/40/30 meters, and 
I've considered various commercial options; but they're all either expensive, 
ugly (from the neighbors' point of view), or promise poor performance. Next, I 
thought about building a simple 40' whip with a relay-switched tuning box at the 
base. This would probably work, but would require some expensive components for 
high power (sometimes I sin), plus a method of operating the relays, etc. being 
lazy, I came up with a simpler idea: 


How about a 40' whip, fed with ladder line through a reverse-connected W2DU-type 
balun (this is the balun made by slipping ferrite cores over a short piece of 
coax)? For a ground system, I would use 2 shortened radials on each band, each 
pair resonated by a short length of ladder line. 


The system could be matched in the shack with my Johnson Matchbox. This gives 
me an efficient antenna with no visible traps, stubs, etc., and no tuning 
devices on the roof. The W2DU balun is probably the only type that would work 
in this high-swr application. 


Am I nuts (please, no one-word answers)?

Howdy gang, 


To add to what Joe talked about, I found grinding off the lip around 
the bottom of the oscillator can to be the most effective way of 
opening it. I used one of the cone shaped grinding wheels in the 
Dremel. If at all possible, clamp the can the best you can in a vice. 


I also tried shifting the frequency by rubbing pencil lead, solder 
and real lead over the plated area of the xtal. A very soft pencil 
lead is probably the best. If you get too carried away, the xtal will 
stop working. Sometimes you can carefully erase some of the lead and 
make it work again, sometimes it's history. 


If you shift the frequency down by about 800 hz on 40 M, (3200 Hz at 
28 Mhz) you could use that one as the LO of a DC Rx and have the 
proper Tx-Rx shift. If you want to get really fancy, you can wire up 
a mulitplex chip for electronic switching of the signals.

I made a 40-meter full size (1/4) out of 1" copper pipe. The same used for 
water. It cost me about $50 to build. OK, I cheated, I had the ground 
radial wire already. It buried 16 (count 'em) 16 radials and have excellent 
reports. I feed it with RG-8 and no matching network. The mount is pretty 
simple. It uses a glass cola bottle (remember those?) with the pipe sitting 
on top of it for insulation. I put a 1" to 1-1/2" adapter at the bottom so 
that it would fit on the bottle. It is guyed in two places (1/3 way and 2/3 
way). I have a matching network at the bottom with a remote switch for 80 
meters. I got an idea from an article in QST some years ago. To tune for 
different sections of 80/75 I use an electric screw-driver to tune a 
variable capacitor from inside the shack. It's an old Black-and-Decker with 
the switch removed and wired back into the shack. I use it on 80 and 
30-meters with an tuner in the shack.

I've been wanting a visually-simple rooftop vertical for 
80/40/30 meters, and 

I've considered various commercial options; but they're all 
either expensive, 

ugly (from the neighbors' point of view), or promise poor 
performance. Next, I 

thought about building a simple 40' whip with a 
relay-switched tuning box at the 

base. This would probably work, but would require some 
expensive components for 

high power (sometimes I sin), plus a method of operating the 
relays, etc. being 

lazy, I came up with a simpler idea: 


How about a 40' whip, fed with ladder line through a 
reverse-connected W2DU-type 

balun (this is the balun made by slipping ferrite cores over 
a short piece of 

coax)? For a ground system, I would use 2 shortened radials 
on each band, each 

pair resonated by a short length of ladder line.

The system could be matched in the shack with my Johnson 
Matchbox. This gives
